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Reported for the Farmer. 
FARMERS’ MEETINGS AT THE STATE HOUSE. 

The second of the series of Farmers’ Meet- 
ings was held at the State House, on Friday 
evening, Jan. 18. 

Mr. Butman, the President called the meet- 
ing to order,—he stated that the subject of dis- 
cussion this evening, was this—‘‘Is farming a 
profitable business?"’ He invited all present to 
participate im the discussion, as it was a subject 
that interested every one, and he hoped every 
gentleman present would: consider himself at 
perfect liberty to give his views in a familiar 
manner. 

Mr. Crane, of Kenduskeag, would call upon 
Mr. Carr, of Bangor, for remarks. Mr. Carr} 
observed that he had not been in the business| 
long enough to make him competent to say| 
much on the subject. His idea was, that we 
did not do enough in farming ; if it were pro- 
fitable on a small scale, it would, if rightly pur- | 
sued, be more profitable on a larger scale. 

If we could demonstrate this, and convince 
our young men of it, it would induce them to 
stay here instead of going west, and a great ob- 
ject would be attained. 

Mr. Parlin, of Winthrop, being called upon, 
stated that he was a mechanic, but farmed it on 
a small scale, he had to hire his labor, he kept a 
strict account with his farth, and finds, that 
this year, after paying all expenses, he has 
$450 for overseeing the business. 

He uses various kinds of dressing, has paid 
some attention to composting, uses muck, keeps 
his cattle stabled the year round, dnd throws 
muck behind them every day. Last summer 
he made 9 loads of good manure from each 
animal, worth $1,00 per load, has not used 
guano, has used phosphate cf lime, but thinks 
that it will not be profitable to use it wholly 
alone, keeps his manure under cover, finds phos- 
phate of lime better for greemcrops if buried in 
the soil, has never tried a compost of lime and 
muck for potatoes. 

Mr. Dana has used muck composted with 
lime but could see no benefit on his soil, his soil 
is clayey loam, plaster has no perceptible effect 
on his soil, has found potatoes, when not affect- 
ed by rot, a very profitable crop. Plaster has 
been used in his section on the coast (Washing- 
ton Co.) but withouf&ny visible effect. 

Mr. Scammon, of Saco, has used plaster, his 
neighbors have used it, found that on potatoes 
it was beneficial, it has a good effect on grass 
crops which grow on clayey knolls,—had passed 
over a clayey knoll in one of his neighbors fields 
which was perfectly bare of any verdure. A 
few years after, he passed over the same, and 
found it covered with an excellent crop of clover. 
On enquiry, found it had been broken up, 
manured and planted to potatoes—they rotted, 
next year the owner sowed on grain and clover 
seed, and two bushels of plaster. The clover was 
was greatly benefited by the plaster in section 
which is on the seaboard, has invariably found 
good effect of plaster on dry loams, and is satis- 
fied it is the most efficient and cheap dressing for 
clover and grass that he can get. 

His mode of raising potatoes since the rot 
prevailed, is this, he breaks up sward land and 
plants potatoes with plaster, gets in this way 
two-thirds of a crop, next year, plows, man- 
ures, and plants or sows other crops. 

In regard to the profits of farming, when 
rightly pursued, he is sure that it is a profitable 
business. But, it must be done right, the soil 
needs feeding as much as a pig, the pig, to be 
made into pork must be fed, so must the soil be 
fed to produce crop. 

Among other things he would recommend 
thorough pulverization, every means must be 
used to effect this, has never used the Michigan 
plough, pulverizes by a large cultivator worked 
by two horses. Mr. Dana wished to know if 
the pig would not sometimes cost more in feed- 
ing than the pork was worth, or if the dressing 
on land would not sometimes be more than the 
value of the crop? 

Mr. Forbes, of Paris, stated that in searching 
the statistics of agriculture of Maine from U. 
S. tables, he found the profit amounted to 43 
per cent on the capital, and that the average 
capital in farms was $1400. Was not this far 
above the average profit in other business. 

Mr. Dana observed that the gentleman had 
left out the capital consisting of the time and 
labor of himself, sons, wife and daughters. 

Mr. Butman said he had been a farmer 50 
years, labored with his hands, had a sick wife, 





He ought to charge against his business, rents 
and interest, all wear and tear of tools, all labor, 
both manual and intellectual, all of which 
should be deducted from his produce, and if the 
product merely balance it he is working for 
wages, but if the product over balance it he is 
doing profitable business. 

Mr. Crane did not agree with Mr. Goodale’s 
reasoning, he had been left an orphan, without 
property, and when twenty-one years of age he 
had not $5 worth of property. Ile had done 
nothing but farming, and was now out of debt, 
and the assessors rated him $5,000,'the whole 
made by farming, and by nothing else. 

Mr. Forbes acknowledged that farmers did 
not keep accounts properly. He asked if mer- 
chants charged their personal atttentions to 
their business? If not, why should farmers? 

Mr. Goodale said it made no difference 
whether he did or not, if there wasa balance in 
favor of the farm, he might put it down to 
wages; capital consisted in various things. In 
case of a man, whose talents and learning 
command a high price for services, his learning 
and talent are his capital. Now, a farmer 
should charge the whole in his estimates, his 
time and skill is a part of his capital. 

[Here the reporter was interrupted and lost 
some remarks. } 

One reason why farming is not more profita- 
ble is, because the farmer does not use capital 
enough. In addition to his fixed capital of 
farm, fences, buildings &c., he should use work- 
ing or circulating capital. 

What coudition would a manufacturer be in 
if after his mill was ready he had no working 
capital ? 

The farmer should be a proprietor, he hoped 
the farming in this country would never become 
a system of landlords, as in England. The 
Farmer should have a fixed capital in his farm, 
then he should have working capital, then he 
should have skill and judgment also as capital. 
Mr. Forbes thought that Mr. Goodale was 
putting farmers into a different attitude from 
any other business. 

Prof. Boody being called upon said he was 
hardly farmer enough to say much on this sub- 
ject. Philosophically considered he would not 
say that Mr. Goodale was incorrect. 

The question is, whether a farmer in Maine 
could employ his time, as well and profitably 
here as in the West. He has been to the West 
and made observations; from some experiments 
he made, he would say that a young man in 
Maine need not go to the West for fear there 
¥as no profit in farming in Maine. 

He experimented on the sandy soil of Bruns- 
wick, spent $50 in hauling on clay, $20 worth 
of manure, raised 420 bushels of carrots on 
half an acre, sold them in the field after pulling 
for $140, adding in the labor, and the nett 
profits were, $40. Used a hand cultivator which 
pulverized and mixed the soil, next year, plant- 
ed it to corn without dressing, with exception of 
3 or 4 bushels of wood ashes, hoed the corn five 
or six times, and raised at the rate of 86 bu. to 
the acre. He has no doubt whatever, that if 
the farmers here would cultivate le@s land, feed 
it better, and pulverize it well, it would be a 
profitable business. 

Mr. Butman would say a word or two about 
raising potatoes, has never used manure on the 
crop since the rot came, takes virgin soil, plants 
potatoes on it without manure, and has got 
300 bushels to the acre and no rot, plants the 
blue, St. Helena, and Carters. By virgin soil, 
he meant land that had not been dressed for 
some years. 

Mr. French observed that nearly all who had 
spoken in regard to the profits of farmin had 
capital to begin with. 

Twenty-five years ago he went into the woods 
with a wife and two children, and had but 
two hundred dollars in the world, bought a 
farm on mortgage, family increased to nine 
children, when his son was sixteen and began 
to be help to him, he died, his buildings were 
soon after all burnt, the weevil took his wheat 
and the rot his potatoes, never hired help ex- 
cept in haying. 

He now had a farm, free from debt, hada 
comfortable home, had educated 9 children with 
common school education, had plenty to eat 
and to set before his friends, and he left it to 
the meeting to say whether farming was profita- 
ble or not. 

Mr. Chace thought that it was more owing 
to the temperament and character of the man in 
regard to profit, rather than his business, 
whether it was profitable or not. He illustrat- 
ed his position by several amusing instances and 
examples ; he would say, in regard to the potato 
business, that he last year broke up some land 
that had not been ploughed for 25 years, and 
which bore little grass. It wasa gravelly loam, 
raised 250 bushels of sound potatoes, he dressed 
it with plaster. 

Mr. Hersey, from Lincoln, states that he 








no sons—no daughters, has had to hire help, and 


yet had made money by farming, when he bought 
= where he now lives, found six acres of swamp land 


near his buildings,—not wantinga frog pond there 
he commenced clearing it, and finally got it in 
& condition to plough, ploughed it into beds, 
made the dead furrow pretty deep, and then set 


a man to dig it deeper, on the 13th of June 


following, hauled on 100 loads of manure and 


sowed to oats and grass—had 65 bushels of oats 


per acre, which he sold for 55 cts. per bu., this 


paid all the expenses except for manure, then 
laid it down,.and has mowed three tons to the 


acre, has mowed it ever since, and has cut 120 


tons of hay from it during this time, 
The whole of the labor cost $28 to the acre. 


There was a gentle slope in the piece which 
enabled him to drain it, the bette was clay, 
4 but he plowed it a foot 
sep. In ploughing the second time he cross 
ploughed it which filled the drains somewhat, 


8 time in clearing them 


the upper soil was thin, 


and he spent a week’ 
out. 
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did some lumbering business, but farming was 
his principal business, usually raises 1000 bu. 
of grain of different kinds, per year, this last 
year raised 1800 bushels,—800 on burnt and 
1000 on ploughed land, as near as he can judge 
his grain costs about one half what it would 
bring in market. 

He sowed 200 bushels this last spring, and 
should have raised 2000 bushels had it not been 
for heavy rains which soaked some of his lands 
too much, he raised from 2 bu. sowing of wheat 
on burn, 32 bushels. He raises 75 tons of hay, 
half of it on a fowl meadow. His home farm 
is 170 acres, his meadow three miles distant 
from home yields 40 tons of the 170. 

- Mr. Morrow, of Searsmont, being called upon 
said he had been employed from boyhood ona 
farm, and having no other employment could 
not but feel a deep interest in farming. Fifty- 
three years ago his father went into the woods 
with no capital, ran in debt $400, has by farm- 
ing accumulated a comfortable property and is 
independent. 

At that time the land was new, a virgin soil, 
and every one knows that such land will raise 
dduble to what you can raise on ploughed land. 
His father often raised without hiring, 200 bu. 
of corn on burns. 

Many, at that time.took advantage of the 
lumbering. These advantages we cannot now 




















have. The question is this,—is farming profita-| 
ble, compared with other callings! It is the 
primary business of the State, all depend upon 
it. The idea is abroad among our young men 
that farming is not profitable in Maine. This 
idea is making against the best interests of the 
State, it is injuring the community, now if any 
thing can be done to correct this belief by your 
organization or by the Legislature it should be 
done. 

We will suppose a young man, when of age, 
hires out by the month until he has earned 
$1200 or $1500. The question comes up to 
him, is farming profitable? How shall he in- 
vest this to obtain a living? You can now hardly 
procure a respectable farm for $1500, but he 
nevertheless buys a farm for $1200, and uses 
$300 to stock it with tools and animals. Now 
can he sustain himself, raise a family, and keep 
them in comfortable circumstances through life? 
That is the question—the sentiment is abroad 
that he cannot, and hence the young men rush 
into trade, go to California, into the professions, 
&e. &e. Now he believes that farming can be 
made profitable ; but the farmer must have his 
farm and stock, and a little surplus capital, and 
he can then, by proper management, make it 
profitable. 

Mr. Crocker was called upon to give bis mode 
of raising potatoes. Ile began on new land, 
and he observed that on mucky places he ob- 
tained good potatoes. When the rot prevailed 
he continued to muck his land. Last spring he 


bushels of sound potatoes to the acre. 

Mr. Gilman, of Brunswick, said the rot sects 
in from the 10th to the 20th of Avgust. Now, 
by planting early potatoes on the first of May, 
they may be dug before the 10th of August. 
The white blue nose variety is thought by some 
to be best for this early planting.

She took the first premium of $100 asa grade 
cow. She is remarkable for holding out her 
mess. She gave last June eight quarts per day 
after being in milk ten months. 

With regard to your inquiry whether 1 have 
any stock for sale, I will refer you to my adver- 
tisement, in the New England Farmer, of bulls 
for sale. Ihave, for years past, been raising 
the Ayrshire stock at considerable expense, be- 


jlieving them to be the best blood stock, and 


have a considerable number of full bloods and 
part bloods on hand. I have taken considerable 
pains to breed from the best of stock, and have 
advertised my spare bulls for sale. Amongst 
them is one Alderney or Jersey bull of the best 
of blood, well calculated for a butter-making 
country, as that breed is remarkable for the 
richness of their milk.

PRUNING APPLE TREES. 
Mr. Epitor :—In your paper for Dec. 27, I 
read a communication on the above subject, 
from Wm. Burns, some of which I do not well 





Frrenp Hotmes :—As I am frequently receiv- 
ing letters of enquiry about this variety of grain, 


umns of the Farmer, giving what little infor- 
mation I possess," may be satisfactory to a few, 
at least, who are desirous of seeing Maine do as 
in by-gone years,—since my remembrance, too, 
Doctor,—raise her own bread. 

As far as Iam informed, Java Wheat was 
first brought into this State in 1852, by J. Y. 
Burgin of Red Beach, Washington County, and 
after two years successful cultivation on his 
farm, (where other varieties had failed, and the 
growing of wheat had been nearly abandoned,) 
in 18541 procured seed of him, and on the 23th 
of 5th mo. (May) sowed one acre, which pro- 
duced 28 bushels of large, heavy grain, where 
fields of common varieties in this vicinity were 
mostly very light. 

From the 19th of 5th mo. to Ist day of 6th 
mo., 1855, sowed five acres in five different lots, 
soil varied from elay loam and gravely, (where 
corn, potatoes and turnips grew in 1854,) to 
stiff clay green sward, (top dressing of compost 
and guano on this last piece.) The produce 
was 110 bushels, and it is thought by good 
judges that it would have been 150 or more but 
for two causes: first, the wire worms cut off 
niore than half on some of the lots, and then 
a heavy rain with high wind leveled the whole 
to the ground, when at full height and green, 
which prevented the kernel from filling out 
plump as in years past. 

A few bushels were sold, last spring, and 
sown side by side with other wheat. As far as 
heard from, the comparative yield is as 1 to 3, 
5, and 8, in favor of the Java, in measure, and 
the quality very much superior. 

One advantage of this wheat is, that it bears 
late sowing without rust or mildew, thereby 
giving a certain chance of escaping the weevil, 
whereas other varieties, when I have sown late, 
have usually been damaged or spoiled by these 
causes. Then it is larger and stiffer straw, and 
not as liable to lodge and remain down, as was 
abundantly proved last summer. I will mention 
one instance to show this fact. 

My friend A. sowed two acres, one half with 
Java the other with red chaff, (the kind mostly 
sown in this vicinity.) The storm before men- 
tioned swept the whole tothe ground. The 
straw of the Java was not broken, and rose 
sufficiently to let the air circulate amongst it, 
and although the berry was somewhat shriveled, 
this acre produced 26 bushels, and the other 3 
of shrunk grain, but little better than good 
oats. 

If this wheat continues to do as well for years 
to come as it has done the last four, I think it 
will prevent insome degree going to ‘‘ New York 
to mill,’’ and I most heartily wish every farmer 
in New England had seed of this variety to sow, 
(unless he has a better,) fully believing that it 
would save tens of thousands of dollars that 
now go west for flour. Moss Taner.

Mastic. A cement which gradually indurates 
to a stony consistence, may be made by mixing 
20 parts of clean river sand, two of litharge, 
and one of quicklime, into a thim putty with 
linseed oil.

When this cement is applied to mend 
broken pieces of stone, as steps of stairs, it ac- 
quires after some time a stony hardness. A 
similar composition has been applied to coat 
over brick walls under the name of mastic.

I think a short communication through the col- | eember for pruning, for many reasons. One is, 


that the stump remains sound for many years, 
and the wood will be sound after it heals over. 
Another is, sap never oozes out of the wound. 
A third, the whole of the sap, when it rises in 
the spring, will go into the remaining branches, 
without check or interruption. A fourth, you 
may walk round in the tree without injuring it 
by loosening the bark. Fifth, if you take most 
of the top off, what is left will grow vigorously 
next season. Lastly, those who will can 
attend to it at this time of year as well as any 
other.”’ 

In reply to some of these assertions, permit 
me to give my experience and observations in 
pruning, a science which, though important, is 
little understood by many of the agriculturists 
of the present day. 

A tree, in its nature and requirements, some- 
what resemblesa man. It may be cut and bleed 
to its injury ; also, the bleeding may be stopped 
and the wound cured permanently, as with a 
man. ‘There is also, or should be, a similarity 
in the dressing a wound on either. A finger or 
limb, fractured and exposed to the air, may, 
with more or less time and pain, be healed.— 
But if the wound be kept from the air, the 
healing will progress more quickly. 

What friend Burns writes of pruning in Dec. 
and Nov., in regard to wounds healing over 
sound, is very true, but in pruning at this time 
of the year, the wound will be much longer in 
healing over than if done when the sap is in 
circulation, but it will ultimately heal up ‘‘safe 
and sound.’’ 

Farmers are sometimes so situated that spring 
pruning cannot well be avoided. And here let 
me say that they may prune in this season of the 
year with perfect safety, if they only will ob- 
serve one thing, viz.: to apply to the wound a 
mixture that will exclude the air and prevent 
bleeding. Gum shellac dissolved in alcohol and 
applied with a brush, is an excellent preparation 
for this purpose. The branch should be cut 
quite close to the trunk or limb. There is a 
mark where the branch joins the trunk or limb, 
which is a correct guide for the saw or knife.— 
I have seen hundreds of nursery and other trees 
turn black on the bark and in the heart, and 
die by the flowing of sap from the wounds.— 
These, and thousands of others, could have been 
saved by the application of gum shellac, which 
costs but a trifle, and is easily applied. 

The weather modifies or accelerates, in a great 
degree, the flow of sap for the tree. A few days 
of cold, dry weather, seasons the wood, making 
a hard, thin shell, which is an effectual barrier 
against the egress of sap; whereas, a spell of 
damp, wet weather, gives the sap a start, and 
keeps the wound open. The mere loss of the sap 
is no injury to the tree, but rather a benefit, as 
it helps to counterbalance tive difference between 
the reduced top and exuberant roots, 


No more sap is lost by pruning a limb than 
would have gone into the limb removed. In a 
tree, there are thousands of minute tubes, im- 
perceptible to the naked eye, running through 
the trunk, which are inlets for material passing 
from the roots to the branches. A certain num- 
ber of these carrying vessels run into each limb 
and branch, and have no connection one with 
another, or, in other words, every branch has 
its own appropriate channels and is provided for 
from the roots through those channels. There- 





fore, after summing up all these facts, as my| 
observation has led me to believe they are, ~ 
come to the following conclusion in regard to 
November, December, and Spring pruning :— 
In November and December pruning, you! 
need not apply gum shellac to the wound, al-| 
though it would be well to do so, as it prevents, 
the ingress of water into chinks and cracks. Inj 
Spring pruning, the wound heals in less time, | 
and you must apply gum shellac to the wound, | 
or run the risk of losing yourtrees. Therefore, | 
we may safely say, that the difference in the 
choice of time for pruning is so small that it) 
would require a microscope to detect it. 
Since I have paid attention to growing nure- | 
ery trees, and raising fruit, I have come to the) 
conclusion that much pruning is unnecessary | 
and unhealthy, if the tree has been properly | 
cared for and trained, when young, in the nurs-| 
ery, except to cut off such branches and limbs as | 
interfere with one another. A properly shaped | 
tree should be pruned to such a height from the 
ground that, asa standard, cattle may work, | 
not browse, under them, without injury to the! 
branches. This is very important, as trees need 
cultivation, if crops are any object, as much as’ 
a hill of corn. | 
The formation of the top is one very impor-| 
tant auxiliary to a beautiful, thrifty, and pro- 
ductive orchard. Sometimes an_ ill-formed, 
crotched tree, ‘‘takes it into its head’’ to bear a 
heavy crop, (which it will do, if of the right 
sort, and highly dressed,) and a ‘‘break down’’ 
is the consequence, which, to the eye of the cul- 
tivator, is quite unpleasant. Now, a tree with 
a properly formed top would never cut up such 
capers, but would bear an almost incredible 
load without murmur or complaint. 

The soil of a nursery should be strong and 
rich enough to send up a plant from the bud or | 
graft to the height of four or five feet or more. | 
This first year’s growth gives us a long, slender | 
scion, with numerous buds, and a top or termi- 
nal bud, on the extreme end. The second year, 
allow the termigal bud to make a straight up- 
ward growth, and let the buds below the termi- 
nal start out laterally, becoming the lateral or 
main branches. The sprouts, from the ground | 
upward, to the height of five feet or more, 
should be rubbed off, which makes a smooth 
trunk. The third year, let the terminal bud 
start again, onward and upward, and the lower 
buds again throw out laterals; and so on, to 
the end of the fourth year, then allowing the 
terminal scion to take its own direction, or, in 
other words, to take care of itself. Thus we 
have a tree whose limbs are firmly attached to 
the trunk, and rising one above another, ‘‘Ja- 
cob’s ladder fashion,’’ making a beautiful, sym- 
metrical top, which will seldom need the prun- 
ing saw; whose branches will sustain any 
amount of fruit that high culture can put upon 
them; und outlasting a bale of unsightly, 
crooked, crotched, ill-favored, and ill-shaped | 
trees. 

And now, Mr. Editor, I will close this lengthy 
letter. If it shall be the means of adding even 
one well formed tree, such as my eyes would ad- 
mire and feast upon, to some one’s orchard, or}| 
of saving one from destruction, for want of 
knowledge in pruning, it will not be utterly in 
vain that I have spent an evening in writing to 
the Farmer.

SINGULAR APPEARANCE OF FLESH. 

Mr. Epiror :—I killed a two years old heifer, 
a few days ago, and as we took off her hide 
there was a strip from the fore shoulder back 
towards the rump, about two feet long, and ex- 
tending about half way down on each side, 
which had a very singular appearance. It ap- 
peared to be a sort of jelly, of a yellowish color. 
On the centre of the back it was about half an 
inch thick, but diminished in thickness until it 
came to sound flesh. On the back and centre of 
the diseased place, there were several white mat- 
terated spots, as large asa common pea. The 
heart and liver appeared perfect; the lights, 
where they joined the back bone, and that part 
of the back which came under the centre of 
the diseased part, and the ends of the ribs join- 
ing, had a yellowish appearance resembling the 
color on the outside. 

I have kept this heifer in the barn and yard 
about six weeks—fed her on good hay and car- 
rots, and plenty of good water. She was very 
fat ; her hind quarters and fore shoulders looked 
as nice as any meat I ever saw.

MANAGEMENT OF POULTRY IN WINTER. 

The remark is frequently made, that every 
hen kept on the farm runs the farmer in debt 
one dollar annually ; and from what I have seen 
of the management of many farmers, I believe 
this to be true. I also believe that there is no 
necessity for it, as 1 have satisfied myself, by 
carefully conducted experiments, that they are 
a source of great profit, when rightly managed. 
For several years past, I have kept a correct ac- 
count of expenditures and profits, and I find 
that with a flock of twenty hens, I can realize 
$20 annually, over and above all expenses. It 
is well known that during the winter months 


| eggs are always scarce, and always bear the 


highest price ; with most farmers hens are only 
a bill of expense during this season, when they 
ought to be thegreatest profit ; for several years 
past I have not failed of getting eggs every day 
during the winter, and what 1 have done others 
may do, as it requires but a very little extra 
care, which will be amply repaid. 
My first care is to select my stock of fowls 
from breed known to be good layers. I former- 
ly¥"Rept the Polands and was perfectly satisfied 
with them as layers, but I found them so tender 
to raise, that [ have given them up. I now 
have a cross of the Creole fowl, and thus far I 
am well satisfied with them. Pullets hatched 
in May and June, now lay every day, while I 
get no eggs from other breeds of the same age. 
I find that fowls will not do very well where too 
many are keptin one flock. I once had over 
two hundred kept together, and I found they 
did not pay the cost of keeping. From twenty 
to thirty in one flock, I find the most profitable. 
To have the hens lay in winter, it is neoessa- 


‘| ry that they have a warm place to roost, and 


comfortable quarters during the day. I give my 
hens a warm stable, facing the south,'the door 
of which I leave open during the day when 
pleasant. 1 intend putting in windows on the 
south side, which will make it more comfortable. 

After trying different kinds of feed, I find 
nothing better than Indian corn. Some writers 
think that fowls will not lay in winter unless 
they have a variety of food, consisting of animal 
and vegetable, and different kinds of grain ; but 
I have found that my hens do best on corn, with 
occasionally a few boiled potatoes. Iam very 
particular to see that they have plenty of old 
mortar, burnt shells and bones pounded into 
small pieces, also the shells of all the eggs used 
in the family. I consider these as necessary for 
my fowls as their food, when I expect eggs from 
them, as they assist in grinding their food, and 
in forming the shell. My hens are fed regularly 
twice a day, morning afid evening, and two 
quarts per day is an ample quantity for twenty 
hens of ordinary size, and I wish for no other. 
By following the above rules, I expect to have 
eggs every day this winter, as I am now getting 
about half a dozen daily, although the ground 
is covered with ice and snow. Hamppen.

BRITISH PATRONAGE OF AMERICAN 
INGENUITY. 

From an article in the Springfield Republican, 
we learn that the British government is liberally 
availing itself of the skill of American mechan- 
ics in the manufacture of gun machinery, for 
small firearms. In this department of mechan- 
ics the English system is said to be half a cen- 
tury behind the American, in point of ingenuity 
and efficiency. The English make an inferior 
article, at greater cost, by hand labor entirely ; 
the Americans a superior article ata lower cost, 
altogether by machinery, and that machinery 
the most ingenious, intricate and remarkable of 
any ever invented and put in use in the civilized 
world. The germ of it, says the Republican, 
lay in the inventions of Thomas Blanchard, 
formerly of Springfield, which have been ripen- 
ed and developed by the ingenious mechanics of 
the United States Armory at Springfield, Cyrus 
Buckland, the master mechanic, being the chief 
in the work. 

Some two years since, the English govern- 
ment determining upon a grand national armory 
for the manufacture of small arms, sent to this 
country a commission of army officers and 
engineers, who, after examining freely our 
establishments, decided upon copying the Ameri- 
can principles of manufacture throughout. To 
do this they engaged Mr. James R. Burton, for 
some years chief engineer and mechanic at the 
Harper's (Va.) Armory, to take a like position 
in the English armory, and he is now in that 
country in the discharge of his duties. They 
also ordered complete sets of the machinery in 
use in our armories—Robbins & Lawrence of 
Windsor, Vt., being employed to furnish one 
hundred ‘‘milling machines,’* used to cut tho

gun locks, and execute the other iron parts of 


the gun, at a cost of some thirty or forty thou- 
sand dollars. An order for the more important 
and intricate machinery—that for the manufac- 
ture of the gun stock—was entrusted to the 
Ames Manufacturing Company of Chicopee. 
This has jast been completed and dispatched to 
England. It is the most complete and admirable 
machinery of the kind in the world, and em- 
braces numerous valuable improvements. It is- 
capable of turning out two hundred and fifty 
gun stocks per day, each machine (there being 
twenty-five in all) requiring the average of a 
minute to execute its peculiar office. The cost 
of it to the English government was about $50;- 
000. Mr. Buckland devoted all his experience 
and ingenuity to its elaboration and perfection, 
and received therefor a generous requital from 
the English government. Mr. Oramel Clark, 
one of the best workmen in the stocking depart- 
ment of the Springfield armory, has been em- 
ployed to go out to Europe and take the charge 
of the machinery and its operation. He says it 
is the best lot of machinery ever made in the 
United States. Mr. Clark is engaged to remain 
in England a year, at a salary of $1500, with 
expenses out and back for himself and family, 
and a house while there. He is accompanied 
hy Mr. David Brown, who is also to be employ- 
ed in superintending a portion of the machinery. 
Besides the above contracts, twenty-five thou- 
sand rifles are now in progress of manufacture 
by Messrs. Robbins & Lawrence, for the British 
Government. 

The great distinctive feature and excellence 
of the guns made upon the American machinery 
system, says the Republican, is, that each part 
is precisely like every similar part, and will take 
its appropriate place equally well in any gun 
made upon the same principle. The parts of 
every gun may be freely interchanged with the 
parts of every other gun, made on this system. 
This is attained by no other system of manufac- 
ture ; and the introduction of this system into 
the workshops of England, will probably be 
speedily followed by ite like introduction into 
the armories of all the other countries of civilized 
Europe. Some of them indeed, have already 
had representatives to visit our armories, with a 
view to a like change in their modes of manu- 
facture. 

This action on the part of the British Govern- 
ment, is a tribute to the skill of of American 
mechanics, of which the country may well feel 
proud. [Boston Journal. 


WARM STABLES, 

Farmers are not generally careful enough in 
providing for their cattle and horses warm and 
comfortable stables, for winter. It was said by 
& wise man, many centuries ago, that ‘‘A mer- 
ciful man regardeth the life of his beast.’’ It 
may be thus paraphrased : A merciful or provi- 
dent man regardeth the comfort of his cattle 
and horses during the inclement season. 

The farmer who has, out of regard to the 
comfort of his Wreasts, prepared for them warm 
stables, has shown himself economical as well as 
merciful ; for it requires much lesss feed to win- 
ter a stock in a warm barn, than in one that is 
open and cold; besides, his cattle retain their 
flesh better and look much sleeker. Hence the 
labor of tending them becomes a pleasure when 
compared with feeding a rough set of “‘scrubs’’ 
in an open, cold barn. 

Cattle that are turned out to drink in winter, 
should, if the weather be cold or stormy, be put 
into stables soon after, unless the yard be pro- 
tected from the uncomfortable severity of the 
weather. 

During the icy state of the ground last week, 
many farmers came to the conclusion that it is 
very necessary to have water in the barn-yard, 
and some remarked that itought to bein the 
barn. Running water is preferable when it can 
he had; but if such cannot be obtained, it is 
better to dig a well in the yard and put ina 
pump, than that your herd should go any con- 
siderable distance for water. Much manure is 
saved by having water in the yard or barn, and 
besides this, the comfort of the cattle in bad 
weather is greatly increased and hay saved. 

It is a good time for farmers to reflect on these 
things, and plan such improvements as will en- 
hance, not only the comfort of the beasts, but 
will also greatly increase the pleasure and the 
economy of taking care of them.

Wuew ro Wear Inpia Russers. We have 
noticed that many persons in our city wear india 
rubber overshoes in cold, dry weather, to keep 
their feet warm. This is an injurious and evil 
practice. India rubber shoes are very com- 
fortable and valuable for covering the feet during 
wet, sloppy weather, but they should never be 
worn on any other occasion; their sole use 
should be to keep out water. They should 
therefore be put off whenever the wearer enters 
a house, and be worn as little as, possible, 
because they are tight, and both retain and re- 
strain the perspiration of the feet. The air 
cannot be excluded from them, or from any 
other portion of the body, for any length of 
time, without sensibly affecting the health. It 
is our opinion, that no habit tends more to good 
health then clean feet and clean, dry stockings, 
so as to allow the free perspiration of thenether

Crampton, dated Jan. 19, 1853, in which it is 
declared that the British government intended 
to adhere strictly to the treaty of Washington 
. of the 19th of April, 1850, and not assume 
any sovereignty direct ow indirect in Central 
America

After some debate, all further consideration 
of the subject was postponed until Monday. 

A message was also received from the Presi- 
dent, in relation to the Kansas difficulties. The 
telegraph gives us the following abstract :— 

The m states that circumstances have 
occurred to disturb the course of government in 
Kanzas, producing a condition of things which 
renders it incumbent on him to call the atten- 
tion of Congress to 1t, and he urgently recom- 
mends the adoption of such measures as the 
exigency seems to require. He alludes eulogis- 
tically to the principles embraced in the Kanzas 
Nebraska act and the system of government, 
and the laws to put it into operation, 
and adds that while Nebraska was successfully 
organized, the organization of Kanzas by being 
long delayed was attended by serious difficulties 
and embarrassments, partly from local malad- 
ministration and sostly: Gon the unjustifiable 
interference of the inhabitants of some States 
with views foreign to the interests and rights of 
the territcry. 

Gov. Reeder, instead of constant vigilance in 
the exercise of his duties, allowed his attention 
to be deviated from his official obligations by 
other objects, thereby himself setting an ex- 
ample of violation of law and duty, which 
rendered his removal necessary. 

The President in his message alludes to the 
misdirected zeal of the Propagandist Emigra- 
tion as the cause of the pe of the slavery 
and anti-slavery interests, and as emphatically 
condemns the efforts to anticipate or furce a de- 
termination of that question in this inchoate 
state. 

The first Legislative Assembly, whatever may 
have been the informalities of its election, was 
for all practical purposes a lawful body. In 
this connection the President reviews Governor 
Reeder’s conduct regarding the removal of the 
seat of government and his refusal to sign bills 

by that body. He then adds that the 
ill feeling in Kanzas has now reached such a 
point that it now threatens the peace, not only 
of Kansas, but of the Union. 

Relative to the recent convention which form- 
eda free State convention, he says, it was a 
party and not the people who acted thus con- 
trary to the principles of public law and prac- 
tice under the Constitution of the United 
States and the rule of right and common sense. 
The movement in opposition to the constitution- 
al authorities in Kanzas is revolutionary in its 
character, and should it reach the point of or- 
ganized resistance, it will be treasonable insur- 
rection which it will be the duty of the federal 
government to suppress. He then adds that it 
is not for the President to define the duties of 
States or Territories, or to decide whether a law 
is wise or unwise, just or unjust. It is his duty 
to cause it to be executed. The great popular 
prerogative of self-government must be respect- 
ed. Itis the President's duty to preserve order 
in the territory and vindicate the laws whether 
federal or local, and protect the people in the 
full enjoyment of self-government from all en- 
croachments from without. 

Althongh the serious and threatening distur- 
bances announced by Gov. Shannon in Decem- 
ber last, were quietgd without the effusion of 
blood, there is reason to apprehend renewed 
disorder there unless decided measures be forth- 
with taken to prevent them. The President 
concludes that when the inhabitants of Kanzas 
shall desire a State government, and be of suffi- 
cint numbers for the formation ef a State, that 
the proper course will be fora convention of 
delegates to a constitution. 

The President therefore recommends the en- 
actment of a law to that effect, in order that the 
admission of Kanzas into the Union a as State 
may be considered in a careful and proper man- 
ner, and further, that a special appropriation 
be made to defray any expenses which may be- 
come requisite in the execution of laws for the 
maintenance of public order in that territory. 

After some debate the message was referred to 
the committee on Territories. 

The message was also sent to the House, and 
its reading was ordered by 22 majority. 

A telegraphic despatch from Washington, 
says :— 

‘‘No one outside the President’s Cabinet 
knew of his intention to communicate a special 
message, hence it took both his political friends 
and foes by surprise. 

Considering the summary manner in which 
the House refused to read his annual message, 
and the large majority in favor of reading the 
Kansas message, it is regarded by the friends of 
the administration as an important event, and 
causes them jubilant emotions.’’ 


In the House the order of the day has been 
balloting and debating. In a caucus of the 
supporters of Mr. Richardson, Mr. Orr received 
& nomination as their candidate, but the change 
did not happen to affect the relative strength of 
the contending parties. On Friday, the last 
ballot (127th) stood as follows :—Banks, 94; 
Orr, 64; Fuller, 25; scattering 12; necessary 
for choice, 98. 





Some little excitement 
was got up in the neighborhood of the Jail this 
(Tuesday) morning, in consequence of the re- 
fusal of Mr. Hewins, the jailor, to deliver the 
keys of the prison to Col. Pettengill, the newly 
appointed Sheriff of this County.

having the locks cut off by smiths employed for 
that purpose. We have heard many reports 
and street rumors about the affair, but not being 
upon the ground cannot vouch for their truth.

On Saturday morning, as the 
train from Portland, with a snow plow and 
three engines, was passing through the deep 
eut between Brunswick and Freeport, the snow 
plow was thrown from the track, taking with 
it the locomotive ‘‘Bath.’’ The engine was 
badly broken, and the track was not cleared for 
the passage of the cars until Monday morning.

He says, in the popu- 
lar phrensy the peaceful as well as the hostile 

of Indians are menaced with extermina- 
tion. Should the — campaign in Washing- 
ton Territory and Middle Oregon prove unsuccess- 
ful, it will be well-nigh impossible to save the 
Indians of this valley from the fury of the in- 
habitants. They will be slain, not for what 
oe have done, but what they might do if so 


“The bands now encamped at Fort Lane, 
numbering three hundred and thirty-four per- 
sons, who, immediately on the commence- 
ment of hostilities, pl themselves under the 

rotection of the garrison, are in imminent 
nger of aeeting the fate so boldly and reck- 
lessly th —that of annihilation. These 
sem com prise the original Rogue River Indians, 
and a part of those treated with on the 18th of 
November, 1854, and from their general good 
conduct merit a better fate. 

“The Umpqua Indians are but little more 
secure ; one village having already been attacked 
by a body of lawless banditti, who put to death 
men, women, and children.’’ 

From the above it will be seen that a portion 
of the white population, by their lawless deeds, 
have contributed nota little to incite the Indians 
to commit outrages upon the defenceless white 
population of these Territories, and the Superin-

ARRIVAL OF THE AFRICA. 

The steamship Africa, with four days later 
news from Europe, arrived at New York on 
Wednesday of last week. The following sum- 
mary contains all the news of importance By this 
arrival :— 





Austria. Vienna, Jan, 4.—The amnesty 
which has been granted to the Poles also in- 
cludes some foreigners, among whom are ten 
Germans and three Frenchmen. Col. De Man- 
teuffel had an audience of the Emperor yester- 
day. The chances of an understanding between 
Prussia and Austria appear to be increasing. 

Iraty. Great excitement exists at Rome bya 
report that Mexico had suppressed its legation 
in Rome, and had withdrawn its minister. The 
archives of the office are already packed up. 

Persia. A Paris letter alluding to the recent 
report that the United States had made a freat, 
with the Shah of Persia, guarantying his terri- 
tory on the Persian Gulf, says ‘that no such 
treaty has been made, yet it is certain that the 
most friendly advances have been made, and it 
is unfortunate that at the moment Russia and 
America are intriguing with the Shah, a sus- 
ension of Persian diplomatic relations with 
ingland have taken place.”’ 


Rvssta. Advices: from Okhotsk states that 
the Allied fleet had quitted the Gulf without 
finding the cannon buried by the Russians. 

The grand way council at St. Petersburg was 
principally engaged on questions relating to for- 
tifying the strategic points of theempire. The 
fortifications at Kiew will be finished before the 
close of the winter. 

The railroad from Moscow to St. Petersburg 
is to be protected by redoubts plgced at intervals 
along the line, each redoubt to be occupied by a 
battalion of militia. 

Genera Ireus. Thegrand council of Allied 
Generals is now in session in Paris. 

The proposed council on the Danish Sound 
Dues is postponed indefinitely. 

Rumors are revived of Naples joining the Al- 
liance. 

Sweden is making active warlike preparations. 

Berlin papers speak not unfavorably of the 
disposition of Russia to consider the alhied pro- 
posals. 

The War News. 

Peace Necorrations. Nothing definite yet 
known from St. Petersburg. Speculations con- 
tinue contradictory as ever. 


Interviews had taken place between Count 
Nesselrode and Prince Esterhazy, but the main 
question had not been discussed. The most that 
is expected from Russia is a modified counter 
proposition, such as may insure further negotia- 
tion and delay. In the meantime the tone of 
the French government becomes more warlike, 
while Russian preparations to continue the con- 
flict are larger than ever. 

Bavaria sends a special envoy to St. Peters- 
burg to support the Saxon envoy. ; 

It is again confidently asserted that Austria 
will submit the peace propositions to the Ger- 
man Diet, and call on the Diet to support them. 

Russia’s answer to the last proposition cannot 
arrive before the 10th, and will probably be 
some days later, and it is expected will contain 
neither absolute assent nor refusal, but will 
muke counter proposals to be settled by renewed 
conferences. The feeling in Englan@ continues 
warlike, and in France is again becoming so. 
Russia continues incessant preparations for war. 


From tue Crimea. Advices from Constanti- 
nople state that Marshal Pelissier will not quit 
the Crimea. 

‘*Camp, Sebastopol, Dec. 24—One of the five 
celebrated dry docks in the Karabelnaia suburb 
of Sebastopol was demolished by the French en- 
gineers on the 22d inst., by the explosion of 
mines. The destruction of the dock was fully 
accomplished, the blast having almost instanta- 
neously reduced the massive fabric into a ruined 
and confused heap of stones. The mines were 
so laid that the effects of their explosion were 
confined to a very limited sphere of action. 

The dock selected by the French engineers for 
demolition on this occasion was the one placed 
to the west of the lock through which vessels 
formerly entered into the great basin. In ad- 
dition to this dock, the French have to destroy 
another dry dock on the east side of the entrance 
lock, the lock itself, which, with its sides and 
foundation of cut masonry and magnificent 
floodgates, has the appearance of another dock 
and half the basin. It is understood that the 
engineering operations are completed for the 
demolition of the whole of these structures, and 
that the object in demolishing one portion only 
was to test the accuracy of certain calculations 
with regard to the quantity of gunpowder ne- 
cessary for effecting the desired result. The 
quantity actually employed is said to have been 
a little over 2000 pounds English, or 1000 
French kilogrammes. 

Report says that all the preparations will be 
completed for the demolition of the three docks 
to be destroyed by the English in the course of 
a week from the present date. The arrange- 
ments would have been finished already, had it 
not been for the large quantity of water which 
has found its way into the shafts and galleries 
excavated for the reception of the blasting pow- 
der.’’ 

The Russians have increased their fortifica- 
tions over Inkerman, and unmasked new batte- 
ries at the left of Tchernaya. Gen. Pelissier 
remains in the Crimea. Gen. Martimpre will 
act as his proxy in Paris at the War Council. 

No injury has been done to the war ships by 
the recent storms. 


London, Jan. 8. Lord Panmure has this 
day received a despatch, of which the following 
is a copy, addressed to his Lordship by Gen. 
Sir Wm. Codrington, K. C. B.:— 

‘Sebastopol, Dec. 25, 1855.—My Lord: Not- 
withstanding the severe weather, the thermom- 
eter a few nights ago having fallen to zero, the 
general state of health of the army has contin- 
ued good. The roadsare in fair working order, 
and through the efficiency of the locomotive en- 
gines the damage done by the frost has beén 
made good. The final operations on the docks 
have been somewhat delayed on our side by the 
influx of water, and by the freezing of pumps. 

The fire from the forts on the Northern side 
of the harbor continues, and it is at times heavy; 
but the casualties, I am happy to say, are few. 

There has been no movement of importance 
on the part of the enemy in our neighborhood 
of late. A detachment of French troops sur- 
prised a ck Post near Teilon, a few days 
ago, killing several men, and taking the rest 
prisoners.

LATER—ARRIVAL OF THE BALTIC. 

The steamship Baltic arrived at New York on 
Thusday last, bringing dates from Europe to the 
12th inst., three days later than the above. We 
make the following summary of hor news :— 


Enetanp. Richard Cobden has published a 
new peace pamphlet. 

The new iron steamship Persia, of the Cunard 
line, had arrived at Liverpool from the Clyde, 
under the command of Capt. Judkins of the 
Arabia. The Persia’s s from Greenock to 
Liverpool averaged sixteen knots an hour. 


Russia. St. Petersburg, Jan. 3. Great Coun- 
cil of War Concluded. It has transpired that 
Russian tactics for the approaching campaign 
have undergone important modifications. The 
orders sent from headquarters seem to indicate 
an intention to abandon the Crimea, a part of 
the troops having been ordered to reinforce 
Mouravieff, and others to join the grand army 
of the centre. 

Tue Batic. Kiel, Jan. 8. Our waters are 
still gpen and trade between the lower Bultic 
ports and those of Russia is carried on with 
great activity. An American ship had arrived 
at Memel and was loading with hemp and yarn. 

Persta. London, Saturday. The Past has 
direct adviee from Persia which do not confirm 
the statement of the capture of Herat by the 
Persians. 


Derails or THE Peack Rumors, NEGOTIATIONS, 
&c. The first period allowed to the Russian 
cabinet for deliberation on the Austrian proposi- 
tions has been extended from January 5, as first 
specified, to January 8. This arises from Count 

sterhazy not having reached St. Petersburg so 
early as was intended. The second period ex- 
tended in like manner from the 8th to the 18th 
of January. 


A telegraph dispatch from Berlin declares 
that Count Nesselrode has privately declared to 
Baron Seebach, the Saxon envoy, that in his 
opinion Russia had made in her declaration of 
Dee. 22d the furtherest concessions she can make. 
At the same time it is understood that Russia 
consents to negotiate, and offers in her turn 
plausible propositions to serve as a basis of ne- 
gotiations for a peace. 

The London Morning Chronicle says that the 
Russian reply will be sent to Vienna direct, and 
not be handed to Count Esterhazy. 

The return reply of Austria will be sent to 
Count Nesselrode. This mode of transmission 
will create at least a month’s delay in the ne- 
gotiation. 

According to the correspondence of the Lon- 
don Times, the acceptance or rejection of the 
Austrian propositions depends a great deal, if 
not entirely, on Prussia. It is the knowledge 
of this fact which raises or depresses the ex- 
pectations of the Austrian public, according to 
the tenor of the intelligence from Berlin. Mean- 
while, it is known that the instructions to the 
Prussian Minister at St. Peterburg were to give 
the most conciliatory counsels to Count Nessel- 
rode, and it is moreover affirmed that the King 
of Prussia has addressed an autograph letter 
very lately to the Emperor Alexander to the same 
effect. 

Our correspondence says that France and 
England are taking a very high tone with 
Prussia, and threaten to extend the blockade to 
her ports. Hence King Frederick’s recommenda- 
tion to the Czar to come to terms. 

Our Berlin correspondence intimates that 
there is no doubt Austria has fully determined 
to induce the Germanic Diet to make a manifes- 
tation on the Eastern question. Count O’Donnel 
is commissioned to visit several of the German 
Courts, to pave the way for this object. A 
Vienna dispatch adds: Very favorable <>, oa 
are entertained as regards an understanding 
tween Prussia and Austria respecting the mode 
of treating the peace question both at St. 
Petersburg and at the Frankfort Diet ; but little 
weight is to be attached to this vague surmise. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Emancipation 
Belge maintains that the Austrian propositions 
are Austria’s ultimatum, and on their rejection 
Austria will take the field. It is needless to say 
that this statement must likewise be taken as a 
mere guess. 

Mercantile letters from St. Petershurgreach to 
the Ist of January, and do not harmonize with 
the subsequent reports of the failure of nego- 
tiations. The arrivalof Baron S&bach, which 
had taken place two days previously, had been 
followed by considerable speculation in the funds 
by members of the Court, who might be sup- 
posed to have caught a glimpse of peace. Never- 
theless the fear of an attack on the capital re- 
strained the more cautious from investing too 
largely on such indications. 

The Danish Government has sent a circular 
to the different Statesof Europe. In this circu- 
lar the Danish Government renews the declar.- 
tion of its neutrality. 

Denmark persists in maintaining the position 
of a neutral power, and admits no engagement 
on its side in relation to the treaty concluded on 
the 3lst of November between Sweden and the 
Western powers. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch of the 8th says: 
Omar Pasha has fallen back on Redoubt Kale. 
His troops suffer much from the inclemency of 
the season. The Russian detachment harasses 
his rear. 

Constantinople letters of Dec. 28. say that the 
Russians have intercepted communications with 
Kutais Suchem Kale, and with the coast, and 
he has applied to the Allies for assistance. 

The Emperor Napoleon has — taken the 
idea of assuming actual command of the army, 
and the report goes that he has stated to General 
Bosquet that he should accompany him to Fin- 
land in the spring. 

Rumor further, and says that the govern- 
ment will’ be administered in the Emperor’s 
absence by a commission composed of Marshals 
Magran, Valiant, Gen. Canrobert, Prince Napo- 
leon and Count Walewski. 

The British government 1s much opposed to 
these intentions. os 

Tue Very Larest. Berlin, Friday evening, 
Jan. 11. Itseems to be known here that the 
reply of Russia to Count Esterhazy’s pro position 
is far from a decided negative. 

In our diplomatic circles a long series of ne- 
gotiations is looked for. 

The Prussian ministry is getting exceedingly 
nervous about a threatened blockade of the Baltie 
by the allied powers. 

It is said that one part of Dol. Manteuffel’s 
mission to Vienna it ts ascertain whether Aus- 
tria will give her support to Prussia in case of 
such violation of her neutrality. Meanwhile 
Prussia is redoubling her efforts to induce Russia 
to come to terms. 

The King of Holland has added _his efforts to 
those of his relative, the King of Prussia, to 
urge on the Czar the necessity and policy of 
peace. : 

London, Saturday Morning. Advices from 
Montevideo of Nov. 25, announces 4 revolution. 
The city for four days was the scene of a blood 
conflict; 100 killed and a large number wounded. 
Order was restored on the 29th. when Munos 
and his revolutionary party embarked for Buenos 
Ayres in a steamer in conformity witkthe de- 
mands of diplomatic agents resident in Monte- 
video.

The Overland India mail arrived at Marseilles 
on Friday. 


FROM HONDURAS. 

Capt. F. Nickerson of the brig Helen Jane, 
from ‘T'ruxillo, Honduras, Dec. 3, reports to 
the Traveller that when he left Honduras an in- 
vasion of the country by’Americans was antici- 

ted. The legally elected President Cabanas, 
in October last after a battle with the revolu- 
tionary forces, under Guardiola, in which he 
was defeated, fled the country, and afterwards 
joined Colonel Walker in Nicaragua. A letter 
from the capital of Honduras, Comaygua, of 
Dec. 12, states that it was reported there that 
Cabanas was on the frontiers of Honduras, at 
the head of 400 American riflemen and 1000 
native troops. It is further stated in the letter, 
that Guardiola refuses to fight with the Yan- 
kees, as they ure, as he says, irresistible; and 
he states his intention of leaving the State of 
Honduras should the Americans enter. The 
— le of Truxillo are said to be willing to give 

Valker’s government a fair trial if he comes. 
It was reported that Walker's army was in- 
creasing, and that he expected to be at the head 
of two thousand men in in a short time. 

Furtnuer. The Traveller of the 23d inst., 
says :—The following intelligence from Hondu- 
ras though not so late as that published in the 
Traveller yesterday, is confirmatory in every 
particular :— 

**El Rol, of San Vicento, of the 19th ult., 
publishes addresses from ‘the oppressed patriots 
of Guatemala’ to the Nicaragua Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and to General Walker, the 
commander-in-chief of the army, congratulat- 
ing them on the triumph of liberal doctrines, 
and the re-establishment of peace.

A letter from Manilla has been sent to Elwood 
Walter, Exq., the Secretary of the Board of 
Writers at New York, which states that but 
two of the Coolies died between Swatow and 
that place, ani that Capt. Wellmann’s com- 
plaint was not dysentery, so that there seems to 
have been not the slightest necessity for order- 
ing the ship into quarantine ; re | it is most 
unfortunate that the ‘*Waverby’’ was not al- 
lowed to proceed at once with her voyage. 

‘**After proceeding to the anchorage ordered, 
preparations were being made to take the body 
of Captain W. on shore, when the rising of the 
Coolies occurred. It would appear that there 
were but few troublesome characters among 
them, and that those were the leaders, the riot- 
ing being quelled almost immediately, after a 
few shots from the crew, which killed and 
wounded two or three Coolies only, the rest re- 
treating below. 

The hatches were put on, aud chains or other 
heavy things placed upon them. Things re- 
mained in this state until the Agents could hear 
from the. charterers of the vessel.
